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ERY general interest has been 
taken in the recent address of 
Professor Flinders Petrie before the 
British Association, in which he 
remonstrated against the British 
tendency to try to force European 
civilization on semi-civilized or savage 
people. Such people, Prof. Petrie 


says, are not tough enough to endure 

our sort of civilization, and to subject 

them to the habits and learning of the 
Europeans is simply to stupefy and 
eventually kill them. He would have them 
develop on the lines of their own previous 
development, and he would have means pro- 


vided to teach the would-be teachers of such 

people what the processes of such previous 
development have been and to what stage of progress they 
have brought the peoples which have undergone them. 

Prof. Petrie’s observations reflect to some extent on the 
methods of missionaries, and have aroused a considerable 
outcry in consequence. But if there is any enlightenment 
to be got out of his views of how to deal with semi-civilized 
folks the missionaries and their backers should be sure to 
get it. Their job is one of the most difficult and delicate 
agoing, and to manage it right requires knowledge as well as 
great natural gumption and goodness of heart. Missionary 
efforts that result in the extinction of converted heathens 

do not satisfy this generation.

HEOLOGY has advanced so 
far that to save savages from 
a possible hell-fire is no longer 
enough. What the missionary 
spirit of our age wants is to make 
life better worth living to them and 

to teach them how to keep alive. 
LIFE recommends the precepts 
of Prof. Petrie to the consideration 
of all who feel the missionary spirit 
inthem. If they wish an example 
of wise dealings with a partially 


developed people they can hardly do better than study the 
methods of Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson with the Samoans. 
He carried civilization to Samoa, but he carried life there 
with it. He was a great missionary, the friend and colleague 
of the other missionaries, but the greatest of them all. But 
then he was a man of genius as well as a good man, and 
though good men, happily, are fairly abundant, geniuses are 
scarce.

Anthony continues to live, 
the place where she sits at the 
Woman’s Rights board will be 
the head of the table.

In each alliterative syllable 
of it there is terror to the tyrant, man. 
HE ever-vigilant Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals has charged Mr. Shaw, 
a polo-player of renown, with cruel treatment of a polo- 
pony in a match game, and is prosecuting its case against 
him in the courts at Salem with earnestness and vigor. 
Polo is a very lively game, good to play and good to watch. 
The players like it in spite of its hazards, and many of them 
think it does them good. Some of the ponies seem to like it, 
too, and show an interest in it almost equal to that of their 
riders. It must be admitted, though, that it strikes the 
average observer as rather a rough game for the ponies.

A polo- 
pony with sporting blood in him is probably satisfied with 
his lot, but ponies of sluggish temperament and only a 
moderate interest in sport would probably prefer a more 
hum-drum existence. Mr. Shaw’s trial is not over yet, and it 
is not clear at this writing whether his efforts to make an 
irresponsive pony play effectual polo were unduly energetic 
or not. It is not inconceivable that a polo-player in the heat 
of action may be brutal to his pony, but it must be re- 
membered that polo-ponies are very tough little creatures, 
and thrive on discipline that would be utterly demoralizing 
to a family horse. It is pretty certain that they do not get 
harder use than football players receive from one another, 
and they thrive pretty well on their trade and seldom get 
laid up for any considerable time. For our part, we would 
rather be a polo-pony than a street car horse, provided always 
that we had a rider who knew his business.

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A GORY FALSEHOOD. 


HE merry vivisector,

Now, although 
LIFE shrinks from apply- 
ing insulting epithets to 
a professional person, he 
considers the - ordinary 
human-hearted liar so 
immeasurably superior to 
this modern  inquisitor, 
‘that he finds a difficulty 
in properly expressing himself. But, 
to put it mildly, yet with precision, 
whenever the advocate of vivisection makes 
the statement to which we allude, he repeats what he knows 
to be a falsehood. 

The facts in the case are that there exist whole classes of 
experiments in which anesthetics cannot be used, and most 
of them are inconceivably painful. These include : 

(a) Experiments on 
the nerves. In these the 
effect of pain is the 
matter to be observed; 
to render the animal in- 





sensible to pain would, 
therefore, be to defeat the 
object of the experiment. 

(6) Experiments on 
the effects of drugs and 
poisons. In these anes- 
thetics would render the 
results of no value, inas- 
much as the effect of the 
anesthetic could not be 
distinguished from that 
of the drug or poison. 

(c) Experiments which 
require long periods of 
time for their perform- 
ance, as, for example, the 
observing the progress 
of diseases artificially in- 
duced. In these experi- 
ments the use of anzs- 
thetics is obviously im- 
possible; whatever the

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GRUMBLING—NOT CRITICISM. 
R. NATHANIEL GOODWIN is a 
brash young man. He has tackled 
two réles which are sacred to the memories 
of E. A. Sothern and Joseph Jefferson. 
“David Garrick” is a favorite route for 
the comedian who aspires to tragedy, and 
for the tragedian, who despairs, to comedy. 
By the same ladder Mr. Lawrence Barrett 
sought to come down and the elder Sothern 
torise. Itis the meeting ground for tragedian 
and comedian, and by it they seek to test

their powers. In Mr. Goodwin’s case the 
effort is failure. The comedy part he sus- 
tains well and gracefully. In the pathetic 
and serious episodes he is deficient. 

The play is one’ -hich almost acts itself. 
It is absurd at ‘points from its improbability, 
but the lines givento the different actors 
need to be only passably spoken and the 
story goeson. It is a good story and the 
stage rendering does not detract from the 
interest. Mr. Goodwin hardly personifies 
the sober Garrzck. The drunken Garrick 
he does with excellent humor. Garrick 
personally, from all we can learn, was an 
especially graceful and courteous English 
gentleman—not by birth but by manner. 
Mr. Goodwin makes him, in intonation at 
least, only a civilized Missourian. That’s 
the penalty Mr. Goodwin has to pay for 
having enacted purely American plays suc- 
cessfully. Mr. Sothern’s Garrick lacked 
strength; Mr. Barrett’s lacked grace and 
humor; Mr. Goodwin’s lacks polish and 
finish. Which, in a way, leads up to the 
question of so-called “‘ magnetism.” 

“Magnetism” on the stage is a very im- 
portant factor. Let an actor be as inartistic 
as he pleases, if he possesses this quality he 
is likely to be successful. If he speak a tragic 
speech with the faultiest accent and yet uses 
the proper “‘ magnetic”’ tone, he is bound to 
win applause from an audience almost criti- 
cal. Let him propound a so-called “chestnut” 
and, if he possess this quality, the chestnut is 
sure to be laughed at by those who have 
heard it many atime and oft. To-be sure 
reputation counts for much both with tra- 
gedian and comedian. People come to admire 
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or laugh, as the case may be, but the individuality counts 
largely, and the impression is heightened by the quality of 
method that none can define. Mr. Goodwin possesses this 
strange charm in a m*-ked degree. On account of the 
possession many faults uave been forgiven to him, and he 
has not been judged accord og to exact standards. Cold 
blood would say that he is not quite the person for extended 
pathos or high tragedy. His forte is American humor, with 
the pathetic element interlined. At atime when we are all 
looking for the American tragedian it it hard to throw down 
the intelligent aspirant, but it must be admitted that Mr. 
Goodwin is not the man, There is no reason, financial least 
of all, for him to be disheartened. The possibilities of 
delicate and dainty comedy are unlimited. With Mr. Good- 
win’s “magnetism ” he can work worlds of good in his own 
line, if only he cares to. 

As Golightly in “ Lend Me Five Shillings,” Mr. Goodwin 
does both his “ magnetism” and his undenied abilities an 
injustice. He draws too much on the one and uses the 
others not at all. Mr. Jefferson can give him many valuable 
points in delicacy. This unimportant piece is, of course, open 
to two interpretations—that of broad farce or that of dainty 
comedy. Mr. Jefferson may err on the one side, but Mr. 
Goodwin certainly does on the other. The character is 
hardly worth discussion, but in the matter of method it has 
some value as determining the value of the passing as against 
the future actor. Critics are often blamed for citing the past 
against the present, but if Mr. Jefferson’s Golzght/y be an 
example of the one and Mr. Goodwin’s of the other, the test 
seems to give a judgment in favor of the critic—a judgment 
which the critic is quite willing to have appealed to the 
public. 

All credit be to Mr. Goodwin, though, for having made 
these public tests of his powers and ambitions. Such ex- 
periments are expensive in more ways than one, and it is a 
credit to the artist to foot the bill of dollars and work.
